Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 


Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview lUlust be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 11 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 1 32) 


37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademarl^ Office is unnecessary.

The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next official communication.

- Application Number (Series Code and Serial Number) 

- Name of applicant 

- Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Hudnut and Mr. Heuser presented arguments concerning the 
Tom reference. Applicant's repersentatives argued that Tom does not actually disclose an end effector with an orifice 
and a fluid channel, and that while the reference mentions using it for needle-free injection, the claimed features of the 
orifice and fluid channel are not disclosed by Tom. The examiner presented the passage in Tom (col. 3, lines 35-38) 
which disclose that the device may be used for needle-free injection and that the device may be equipped with well- 
known devices that would produce the therapeutic effect (needle-free injection) and therefore it would be obvious that 
Tom would include a fluid channel and orifice in order to produce the therapeutic effect of needle-free injection. 
Applicant's representatives also argued that the claim limitation in claim 45, "a fluid channel extending substantially all 
the way from the body to the at least one injection orifice, wherein the fluid channel has a cross section through which 
the central longitudinal axis extends" is not shown in the Menne reference. Applicant's representatives argued that the 
fluid channel in Figs. 2-4 is an annular channel, indicated by reference number 1 0, and that as such, the annular fluid 
channel would not have a cross-section through which the central longitudinal axis extends. Instead, the central 
longitudinal axis would extend through member 8. The examiner indicated that the arguments regarding the Tom and 
Menne references would need to be reviewed with her supervisor to get her supervisor's opinion on whether the 
rejection should be maintained. Mr. Hudnut and Mr. Heuser indicated that since agreement to the claims can not be 
reached they are thinking of appealing the rejection. Since the examiner's supervisor is currently out of town and 
therefore unable to review the examiner's rejection and comment on whether the rejeciton is maintainable, the 
examiner presented Mr. Hudnut and Mr. Heuser with the option of filing their arguments in response the final rejection 
and requesting reconsideration. Upon receiving the arguments, the examiner will review the arguments and the 
rejection with her supervisor and they will then decide whether the rejection should be maintained, the claims allowed 
or prosecution reopened. Mr. Hudnut and Mr. Heuser agreed to this route..
